An injection device (figs. 20-21 ) having a first sub-assembly comprising: 
a housing (108); 

a chamber (104) disposed within the housing and having proximal and distal ends, an 
inner surface and an exit aperture (front of chamber); 

a stopper (134) movably disposed within the chamber and having an outer surface 

substantially in contact with the inner surface about its perimeter; and 

a port (1 02) adapted to receive a container containing a fluid; 

wherein the stopper is fixed with respect to the housing and movement of the port 

causes movement of the exit aperture in relation to the stopper (no relative movement 

of housing 1 04 and stopper 1 34 when they are moved in relation to the port 1 02).

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore not new (Article 33(2) PCT). 


2.2. Also the documents D2-D3 (see references in search report) disclose the subject- 
matter of claim 1 (Article 33(2) PCT). 


2.3. A finable auto-injector is disclosed in D4 (see references in search report). The 
subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known auto-injector in that the stopper is 
fixed to the housing. However, it is presently not apparent which technical problem 
this difference solves. Furthermore, a stopper which is fixed with respect to the 
housing is known from D5 (see references in search report). 


2.4. The subject-matter of claim 1 is not clear (Article 6 PCT) since the last lines of the 
claim defines a result to be achieved, i.e. "movement of the port causes movement of 
the exit aperture in relation to the stopper". However, in the present application it 
would have been appropriate to define the technical features necessary for achieving 
this result (PCT Guidelines 5.35). 


2.5. Furthermore, the word "port" has no distinct meaning within the art of auto- 
injectors (Article 6 PCT). 


2.6. Claim 1 contradicts the description and drawings (Article 6 PCT), since the claim 
defines that the stopper is fixed with respect to the housing, whereas page 8, line 30 - 
page 9, line 3 of the description and the drawings 7-8 imply that the stopper can move 
with respect to the housing. 


2.7. The scope of claim 1 is much broader than what is actually justified by the 
disclosure of the application (Article 6 PCT and PCT guidelines 5.43). The application 
discloses only one embodiment of the injection device, namely an auto-injector, 
whereas the claims encompass any injection device. That the scope of the claims is 
much broader than what is justified is underlined by the description which describes 
that the problem to be solved is to overcome the complicated and expensive 
manufacturing process of auto-injectors with different medicaments. 


2.8. The same reasoning applies, mutatis mutandis, to the subject-matter of the 
corresponding independent claim 1 1 , which therefore is also considered not new and 
not clear. 
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
